Company studios In Rockefeller 
Center, they're offering the pub- 
lio a "television tour" which is 
visual proof that television 
is 
here. It's tha first time, too, tele- 
vision has earned a penny of 
Income. Tho charge Is 60 cents 
(plus tax). 
One firm ia offering television 
receiving sets and another has 
kits for sale out of which the 
mechanically-minded 
can con- 
struct 
their 
own receivers. At 
least ten more companies 
are 
equipped to turn out receivers at 
the drop of an Iconoscope. 
Dally 
experimental 
broadcasts 
flow from 
the 
cloud-acratching 
antenna atop the Empire State 
building. 
Columbia Broadcasting Co. is 
installing its new transmitter in 
the Chrysler building and early 
in 1939 New York will have two 
competing 
television 
broadcast- 
ing stations. 
Thomas H. Hutchlnson, NBC 
television 
production 
director, 
says that since July, 1936, about 
500 persons have made a total 
of 1,000 appearances before NBC's 
cameras.

he says, "have seen several fash- 
ion shows, vaudeville acts, a de-
